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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant traversed the prior art Nippon in 
combination with Von Kohorn. The Applicant focused on the previous amendment to the claims dated 1/19/2006 regarding advertising 
information registered and distributed. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's contention that there is no teaching of 
advertising informaton registered by administration means and distributed by distribution control means. Von Kohorn teaches a method of 
printing advertising material on coupons through a method of directing instructional signals to remote locations to include advertising 
material. This method is used in combination with Nippon which teaches the host computer to send the game information (privilege 
information) to the player in that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to print the advertising material on the key 
card as is done on coupons in Von Kohorn because it would create an additional financial benefit to the gaming system/casino. As recited 
in claim 1, the privilege information is printed and if the privilege information is also in the advertising information then it is readily apparent 
that it is possible to print such information in the way Nippon teaches. 
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
